Pre-Probable Cause Conciliation Agreement

On July 17, 2018, the Commission found reason to believe that Gary Johnson Victory
Fund and Christina Needham in her official capacity as treasurer (the “Committee”) violated
52 U.S.C. § 30104(b)(2) and (4) by failing disclose an aggregate total of $899,400.01 in receipts
and disbursements on its original October 2016 Quarterly Report.! The Commission also voted
to enter into pre-probable cause conciliation with the Committee.? Attached is a conciliation
agreement negotiated with the Committee and signed by the treasurer.> We recommend that the
Commission accept the signed agreement.
